proceeding to Osaka, has not bosa heard of 
gince. Great feats are enter(ained for his aafoty.. 
Wee ovory means regardless of expanse to trace,”’ 
‘This talegram was received in Kobo ‘jate on the 
night of the 21st, Tho first thing next morning, 
Mr. W.. Holat, local manager for Mossre, 
Von Nierop, made inguiries at tho Uitoat 
Evstern Hotel, ond there found that Dir. Reilly 
hod registered in the visitors’ book on the 19th 
November, At thu hotel Mr, Holst learned 
that Mr. Reilly had arrived there: at about 
seven o’clook ow the morning of the’ 18th from 
Nugasaki, but whether he came by rail or 
steamer could not be ascortained. One of the
